American Board's Position 


Hartford, Oct. Q>,-After devotional ex- 


ercises at last evening's session of t*ie 
American* board, President Capen rea'l 
the official report of the board concern- 
in? the captivity and ransom of Misa 
Ellen M. Stone, -The report was as fol- 
lows: 


There is such universal interest in 


the case of Miss Stone that it seems wise 
for the officers of the board to make a 
brief statement of the facts as they ex- 
ist at the present time. For several 
weeks the government authorities at 
Washington have been at work, nsina; 
every possible effort <o secure her re- 
lease. We have been in frequent com- 
munication with our representative in 
Constantinople. Last Thursday we re- 
ceived a dispatch 
from 
Washington 


which told us how increasingly grave 
the situation had become. On the re- 
ceipt of this telegram the prudential 
committee came together and considered 
the situation most thoroughly. On the 
one side was the fact that if we yielded 
to this demand for ransom it was put- 
ting a premium on the lives of the mis- 
sionaries of every society in the world. 
The question was even broader than the 
case of missionaries; it practically con- 
cerned the safety of any and every 
American citizen. 


Recognizing the full gravity of the 


situation, the committee decided that it 
had no right to pay a ransom and es- 
tablish a precedent which would be sure 
to be dangerous in all fhe future. Fur- 
thermore, we were restrained by the 
further fact that we had no funds that 
could be employed for this purpose.

Confidential de- 
tails were given and the friends ot the 
board can be assured that everything 
fonceivable is being done to further the, 
recovery of Miss Stone. The heart and 
the persistence of the president in this 
effort were most signilicant. They as- 
sured us that apparently at the mo- 
ment the only practicable method to se- 
cure her life was to have the funds 
promptly at hand to pay the ransom. 


But it ought to be clearly understood 


that tl^s is but one step; that when she 
Js released there will be a vigorous at- 
tempt not only to secure the return of 
the money, but, furthermore, to bring 
about such conditions that such an oc- 
currence shall not be possible in the fu- 
ture. No one doubts that our go^rn- 
ment will not drop this matter until the 
rights of American citizenship are es- 
tablished. 


Meanwhile a movement was begun 


under the leadership of the family of 
Miss Stone to secure by popular appeal 
the amount of the ransom. 


Under this new advice of the govern- 


ment a meeting of the prudential com- 
mittee was called on Sunday raorniug. 
The report of the gentlemen sent to 
Washington was received rnd it was de- 
cided that while we could'not jocede 
from the action of last Friday, the tid- 
ings of the government made it most 
evident "that the first thing was to se- 
cure Miss Stone's safety, then 1he other 
eteps would follow; therefore we fell 
that as individuals it was our duty and 
to help-by all means in our power the 
securing of this ransom from the gen^ 
eral public. 


Money has been received in answer to 


this appeal for humanity. The govern- 
ment has showed its supreme interest 
In this matter by already becoming the 
custodians of this fund as handed to 
them by Kidder, Peabedy & Go. This 
Iplan not only shows the government's 
Interest, but it guards any possibility 


• that any part of the money will be paid 


over until Miss Stone herself has been 
placed in safety in the hands pf the 
proper authorities. 


It will be seen from the *bove state-

CHART-MAKING TESTIMONY 


VValowri£nc Says That 


Who Sl-ned Official Report Were 
Dissatisfied—il iieh-Discussed Chart 
Was a Compromise of Opinions 


Wshington, Oct. 9.—-There were two 


new witnesses bsfore the Schley court 
of inquiry yesterday. They were Com- 
mander Wainwright. who commanded 
the Gloucester during the war with 
Spain, and Lieutenant Bristol, who as 
ensign, was a watch and division officer 
on the battle ship Texas during that 
period. 


Commander Wainwright's testimony 


dealt largrty with chart making. He 
was for a time senior member of the 
board of navigators which prepared the 
official chart showing the position of the 
American ships during the battle off 
Santiago and he gave details of the 
method of its preparation. He said he 
did not consider the position assigned 
in that drawing accurate, but that tiu-y 
were given as a result of a compromise 
of the veiws of the members of the 
board. 


Captain Lemly began his examination 


of Commander Wainwright by drawing 
from the witness the fact that he had 
been a member and latterly senior mem- 
ber of the board which had 
officially 


acted in making the chart showing the 
positions of the American and Spanish 
ships at Santiago. The witness told 
how conclusions were reached by that 
board. 


He said: "When I reported as senior 


member of the board, the board of navi- 
gation had a sketched chart before them 
with the number of positions sketched 
on it, which had been determined by 
them, starting at different periods, first 
when the ships came out and afterward 
when they went ashore. Each naviga- 
tor, as near as- possible, would put the I 
position of his ship at that time. Taen \ 
there was a gre-at cisftl of d.Kcussion as , 
to the ri-kaive pa^it.ous. Of etmise it i 
was impossible! to gut auy position by 
bearings and there was nolhin? known 
about the relative positions. The im- 
possibility of getting bearings even if 
we had a correct chart was apparent, 
but it gave a general idea of the posi- 
tions of the vessels during different pe- 
riods of the battle."

Santiago. 


Lieutenant Bristol had not concluded

"I think it is high time," he is quoted 


as saying, "to inquire whether we in- 
tend to spend $75,000,000 a year for the 
maintenance of an army and a govern- 
ment in the Philippines chiefly for the 
benefit of the foreign merchants in trade 
there. I believe that for some years at 
least we must expect to keep an army 
of about 40,000 mm in the Philippines;

soldiers in the islands than are really } 
needed than to have 1000 too few there. 
While I was in the Philippines. General 
Hughes was lighting the rebels on the 
island of Sainar, where the recent dis- 
aster to one of our companies occurred 
The people on that island are all hostile 
to us. Tho interior of none of the islands 
is »*cvu<-.ivply developed. A great part 
of tha jsif.nda is, suited for guerilla war- 
fare; the conditions are such as we 
would term peaceful in this country, but 
it is not a condition of peace because 
these brigands and highwaymen are 
constantly dashing out of their retreala 
to strike a blow when they can do so to 
the best advantage, and then fly back 
to cover. The substantial business men 
of the island, and the more intelligent, 
are now thoroughly in sympathy with 
our regime, and are doing all they can 
to bring the remainder of (he Filipinos 
to the same attitude, but they aiv a very 
small percent of the whole, and the pro- 
cess will necessarily be slow." 


ARSENIC FACTORIES. 


Habit* Acquired by tbe People Who 


Wort In Them. 


White arsenic is the form in which ar- 


senic is taken by the peasants of Styria 
and the Tyrol. Professor Sehullgrueber 
of Gaetz was the first to call attention to 
this practice in a report which he made 
.in 1822 to the Austrian government on 
the cause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. He 
found that arsenic wa£ kept in most of 
the houses in upper Styria under the 
name of "hydracb," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttcnrauch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years afterward the arsenic eaters 
w,ere generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till 1860 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of wftrd- 
ing off fatigue and improving their stay- 
Ing powers. Owing to the fact that the 
sale of arsenic is illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to 'Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
but increased day by day until it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. He found that the ar- 
senic eaters were usually long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. They have 
a very fresh, youthful appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dose the usual symptoms 


of slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Srflzberg it is 


stated that workmen who are not arsenic 
eaters soon succumb to the fumes. Tha 
manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. Heise that he had been medically ad- 
vised to eat arsenic before taking up his 
position. 
He considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 12 years 
old nor after 30 and that in. any case aft- 
er 50 years of age the daily dose should 
be gradually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden death would ensue. 
If a con- 


firmed arsenic eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, be im- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
senic poisoning. The only way to obviate 
this is gradually to acclimatize the sys- 
tem by reducing the dose from day to 
day. 
As another evidence of the cumu- 


lative properties of arsenic it is interest- 
ing to note that when the graveyards in 
upper Styria are opered the bodies of the 
arsenic eaters can foe* distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preservation, 
due to the gradually accumulated arsenic 
—Science Gossip.

Over Possible Complications Arising 


From the Deathof the Ameer—Much 
Depends t'pou the Personality of 
tbe Successor of Abdur Kabmau 


London, Oct. 9.—The Afghan spectre, 


which forever haunts British power in 
Asia, has rearisen with unwelcome sud- 
denness at a moment that is undeniably 
Inopportune for the British and Indian 
governments. With the death of Ameer 
Abdur Kaham a crisis is immediately 
created, which, pending a satisfactory 
settlement, will not fail to cause seri- 
ous anxiety in Great Britain. 


Much depends upon the little known 


personality of-Hablb l/llah Kahn, Ab- 
dur Rahman's eldest son by a slave girl, 
who, 
It has long been believed here, 


was nominated as his successor by his 
father. It is recognixed that if he in- 
herits his father's strong character uo 
will be able to control his turbulent 
countrymen with his father's iron hand. 
Internal peace, on which external re- 
lations depend, may be maintained, but 
it is recalled that never once in history 
has there been a peaceful transfer of the 
sceptre in Cabul, and there is too good 
reason to fear that the present occasion 
will not be an exception. 


Should history be repeateed and the 


country given over to the strife of rival 
factions it is nnoossible to predict the 
effect on the course of Central Asian 
politics. 


The average Briton will be convinc?d 


that chaos in Afgthaiiistan will be the 
immediate &igaa.l for Russian interven- 
tion for the purpose of promoting Rus- 
sia's advance on the Indian frontier. 
-The London press fully appreciates the 
gravity of the situation and does not con 
ceal its anxiety, especially in view of 
the complications in South Africa. 


The frontier key to Afghanistan and 


to India is Heret. But just removed 
from its gateway is the Russian military 
colonial zone, little settlements of 500 
population each, in which no man is per- 
mitted v/ho is over 35 years of age. One 
docs not 'Ji£fet well after 35, and Russia 
is waiting. _"The double game of Abdur 
has not tired the Muscovite, for it is of 
such his diplomacy is made. He be- 
lieves the natural momentum of h's 
gross weight will shore him into Herat 
some day. No doubt it was hoped that 
this would be the case when the ameer 
died. 


No dispassionate student of the vari- 


ous phases of Russia's slow absorption 
of Central Asia can bplieve that she has ^ 
willingly arrived arthe stage of finality 
in her advance. From time to time she 
has swallowed huge slices ofTranscas- 
pia; the process of digestion has not 
been unduly hastened; but its comple- 
tion has each time been the signal 
for a freeh move forward. • 


Twelve years have passed since last 


Bhe added to her already enormous area 
of territory beyond the Caspian, if Man- 
churia is left out of consideration. In 
the interval she has been carried to the 
head of the Kushk valley, and her troops 
are now massed within half a dozen 
marches of Herat. The railway was 
completed two years ago. The troops 
were only concentrated within the last 
year. The reasonable inference is that 
in strengthening her: position at Kushk 
she contemplates 
tfie possibility of 


seizing Herat. She* will only be re- 
strained from resorting to force so long 
as tbe immediate and potential opposi- 
tion to her advance remains tolerably 
strong. 


General Dukhofsky some time ago 


had 60,000 Russian troops disposed 
along the Transcasplan line. At his 
back are the vast resources of Russia. 
If he were to adyance and had to raeet 
tbe Afghans alone, tha mud-walls of 
Herat would crumble before his guns. 
But behind the ameer there Is Great 
Britain, and she is pledged to assist the 
ruler of Afghanistan if Russia crosses 
the border. 


But the nearest British fort, Quetta, 


Is 514 miles away across a country dif- 
ficult and cut up by rivers which it is 
sometimes hard to cross. In any case 
the road from Quetta to Herat is less 
easy for the passage of an army than it 
is from Kushli or Pendjeh. 


The late ameer owed his throne to the 


British, who set bim up in business 
after the Afghan War of 21 years ago, in 
which Lord Robents distinguished him- 
self. An Afghan politician plays in his 
time many parts, and Abdur Rahman 
was once an exile dwelling under the 
protection of the Russians, so that the 
English were rather uneasy about their 
protege. Still he appears to have lived 
up to his bargain. • 


The questions 
before the British 


government are what they will have to 
pay the new ameer, whether he will re- 
main faithful while paid and whether 
he will be as successful as his father 
was in controlling the groat feudal 
chiefs. Each of tbsse is no mean an- 
tagonist for an amssr, and collectively 
they are superior in^ower to the throne.

And if the matter were left 
for Miss Stone to decide, there is little 
hesitation in saying that she would 
freely lay down her own life for the 
safety of others.

Part of it rests 
with the very people whom her ransom 
might endanger. And there is no faint 
sound in their determination that Miss 
Stone must be saved. Human life is a 
sacred thing. It is doubly sacred when 
it is in the keeping of others. A man 
may lay down his own life that others 
may live, but others may not lay it 
down for a man that they may live. The 


(same spirit that Miss Stone might; show 
in saying "Let me die" demands that 
the Christian world use every effort to 
save her fiom death. The time for a 
stout stand against the brigands is 
when Miss Stone's safety is assured. 
Then let stern measures rule.

NOISES CAUSED RELAPSE, 


Hiss Mary M. Patten, Who was Re- 


coveiing From Typhoid Fever, Died 


Under Peculiar Circumstances. 


Miss Mary M. Patten, aged IS, died 


Monday night at her home on Linden 
street under circumstances which were 
peculiar and particularly sad. She had 
passed through a severe illness of ty- 
phoid fever and -WGf recovering, when 
she suffered a relapse, caused, it is 
believed by the attending physician, by 
shock and fright, and died in a few 
hours. The matter caused much com- 
ment and the physician is very indig- 
nant over it. 


Miss Patten was one of several in 


that vicinity who contracted typhoid 
fever from imperfect, sanitary condi- 
tions, but she had passed the danger- 
ous stage when the relapse came and 
meningitis set in. She- was able to sit 
up in bed and was doing so Monday af 
ternoon when people near by began to 
make a tumult by beating tin pans, 
yelling and making various other 
noises. It is said that there have been 
hard feelings in the vicinity of late 
which led up to the creation of the dis- 
turbance, bu^ however this may be, Dr. 
J. B. Hull found his patient very low 
when he arrived 
Monday afternoon. 


She had lost strength and was suffer- 
ing from shock and fright, and it was 
evident to the doctor that some un- 
usual 
occurrence 
had 
caused 
the 


change in her condition. 


The tumult was resumed while the 


physician was in the Patten house and 
he became righteously 
indignant 
at 


once. He went straight to the next 
house, from which the noise was com- 
ing, and found the 
children in the 


house engaged in^ beating tin pans, 
jumping and yelling. He was very in- 
dignant and ordered them to stop at 
once, threatening 
to have them ar- 


rested if they did not obey. They com- 
plied and no further trouble was ex- 
perienced. 


Dr. Hull stated last night -that' he 


had no doubt that the noise had been 
the cause for the relapse of Miss Pat- 
ten and expressed his belief jhat had 
it not occurred her 
recovery would 


have been certain. He did not know 
whether anything could be done in the 
matter or nor, since it was not his 
place to take up the affair. The noise 
was enough, he said, to 'drive a well 
person mad and it was not at all 
strange that his patient, who -was still 
v eak from her illness, should succomb 
to it. 


Miss Patten was born in Shaftsbury, 


Vt, in September, 1883, an.d was the 
daughter of John Patten and 
Rose 


McCambridge. She was a quiet and 
pleasant young woman and had many 
friends, though her residence in Wil- 
lia*nsto\vn had been of short duration. 
The funeral was held today and the 
body will be interred in Cheshire.

they bring their meat to town; saving 
considerable time and trouble. He ex- 
periences contrary people, who know 
more about the law than^he does, but 
when he gives them the privilege of 
going ahead and trying to sell their 
meat without having it inspected they 
•very readily conclude that they had 
better have it stamped.

called at the White House, says the 
Washington correspondent of the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger, for the special pur- 
pose of protesting against granting to 
any private company or corporation the 
privilege of landing a cable on the 
western shore of the United, States or 
cm the shores of the Hawaiian, Philip- 
pine or other island possessions of the 
United States in the orient. Previously 
application had been made by parties 
representing the Postal Telegraph and 
Commercial Cable companies, at the 
hoad of whicla is John W. Mackay, for 
peraissjqn to land cables, the intention 
beincr to construct a cable across the 
Pacific ocean connecting the United 
States with its island possessions in tne 
orient. It is claimed that the executive 
department can legally grant such per- 
mission without the intervention of 
congress, and the president referred tlie 
matter to the departments of state and 
justice for examination as to his au- 
thority in the premises. The objection 
of Mr. Corliss is not personal to the 
parties making the application, but is 
general, being based on the ground that 
the government should construct, ex- 
clusively control and operate the ca- 
ble. Mr. Corliss was a member of the 
house interstate committee, which re- 
ported a bill at the last session of con- 
gress for constructing i a Pacific cable, 
and joined in a minority report advo- 
cating the construction of the proposed 
cable by the government, s 


The attention of the president was, 


called to this report by Mr. Corliss in 
his Interview. He believes that had 
the matter been taken up by the house 
the views of the minority would have 
been adopted and that the substitute 
bill providing for construction and con- 
trol by the United States would have 
received affirmative action. "The right 
to construct a cable connecting this 
country with our new possessions," 
said Mr. Corliss, "is a sper'al priy- 
ilege belonging to the people and can 
only be conveyed by an net of con- 
gress." He read to the president por- 
tions of the minority report against 
granting any company or private cor- 
poration the privilege of constructing 
a cable between this country and its 
Island possessions and alleged that any 
company to whom the exclusive priv- 
ilege should be granted to construct 
and operate^a cable would become a 
monopoly which would prey alike upon 
the government and the people who 
would be compelled to do business with 
it. 
Mr. Corliss claimed that Great 


Britain achieved commercial suprema- 
cy by purchasing or constructing ocean 
cables and canals. 
He believes the 


proposed cable can' be built for about 
?8,000,000. 
General Greely estimated 


that it could be constructed for $10,- 
000,000, and Rear Admiral Bradford 
made a similar estimate. 


The question of public ownership and 


control was fully considered by the 
house committee tha^had charge of the 
matter, 
ancl comprehensive reports 


were made in the three last congresses 
on every feature of it. At the last ses- 
sion public hearings were held by the 
committee, at which representatives of 
the army and navy attended and to 
which they contributed the results of 
their study of the cost and practicabili 
ty of construction. These gentlemen 
-generally favored government owner 
elup, but a majority of the committo. 
reported a bill for private ownership 
subject to certain conditions favorable 
to the carrying of government busl 
ness, control of the cable in time ot 
•war and a material reduction of pres- 
ent rates charged both for public and 
private messages. 


Some of the disadvantages of a gov- 


ernment cable were pointed out by the 
committee. It was urged that the origi- 
nal cost would reach $15,000,000, that 
it would require $1,500,000 annually for 
maintenance, that the government 
would not be able to land and operate 
its own cable in China.and Japan and 
that thei-ofore its income would be 
limited to traffic to and from the Ha- 
waiian and Philippine Islands, which 
•would not exceed perhaps $150,000 pei 
annum against an annual expenditure 
of $1,500,000 for maintenance. The ma- 
jority contended that a private corpo- 
ration would give the United States all 
the advantages of a government owned 
line for official business in time of 
peace or war at a fixed charge and 
without risk to the government, the 
corporation raising the entile cost of 
construction for a sum not to exceed 
$300,000 per annum for twenty years 
and a rate thereafter to be fixed by 
the postmaster general.

PORTO RICAN CEREMONY. 


HOTT Governor Hunt Was Inducted 


Into Office. 


It was a profoundly impressive scene 


in the council chamber of the execu- 
tive mansion when Mr. William H. 
Hunt was sworn in as the second 
American civil governor of Porto Rico, 
says the San Juan News. The cere- 
mony was simple in the extreme, and 
all present were touched with the so- 
lemnity of the occasion. There were 
less than 100 persons present, includ- 
ing the chief justice and associate 
Justices of the supreme court of Porto 
Rico, the members of the executive 
council and the house of delegates, 
the heads of the executive depart- 
ments, the bishop of Porto Rico, the 
Rev. Dr. Drees; the alcade and other 
city officials of San Juan, the foreign 
consuls resident in San Juan, and a 
few Invited guests. 


During the ceremony an Insular po- 


liceman stood back of the governor 
holding a standard bearing the new 
coat of arms of Porto Rico. Dr. M. G. 
Brumbaugh acted as aiaster of cere- 
monies. At 11:10 o'clock he made the 
following brief address: 


"The la.te lamented president of the 


United States on the 27th day of Au- 
gust commissioned Mr. William H. 
Hunt to be governor of Porto Rico and 
accepted the resignation of Mr. Charles 
H. Allen as governor of Porto Rico, 1o 
take effect on the loth day of Septem- 
ber. In pursuance of law thereof we 
have met in this solemn Lour to attend 
to the inauguration of William H. 
Hunt as governor of Porto Rico." 


The Rigln Rev. J. H. Blenk. bishop 


of P\Sfto Rico, then delivered an elo- 
quent invocation. 
Chief Justice Qui- 


nones administered the oath of office 
to the governor.
